In the absence of Bishop Block, whom 
the doctor has ordered to rest for a few 
weeks, I took his three-hour Good Friday 
service at Grace Cathedral, which was as 
crowded as ever this year. Again, on 
Easter morning, I celebrated communion 
and preached at the later service in the 
Cathedral. The service was reverent and 
beautiful and one can understand how 
the Cathedral continues to minister to 
growing congregations. In the afternoon 
it was a personal pleasure to dedicate the 
new St. Martin’s Church at Daly City, where the Rev. Allen 
Downey is giving fine leadership to this new congregation. 
The Church designed by the Constables is both lovely and 
functional and is sure to attract many new families. During 
Holy Week the beautiful new altar at the Church of St. Mary 
the Virgin, San Francisco, was dedicated at a service at which 
I officiated. The altar is the creation of Mr. Ellsworth Johnson 
artist and architect. 

In April a very competent committee was appointed with 
the Rev. Lesley Wilder as chairman, to prepare for the Conse- 
cration of the Bishop Coadjutor-elect on Ascension Day, May 
15. The committee has been working hard all month and, 
while the details have been many, all has gone well. On April 
12 I officiated at the wedding of Miss Nancy Varney, a friend 
of many years, and the Rev. Hugh Weaver at the Chapel of 
Grace, Grace Cathedral. Dean and Mrs. Bartlett were our 
gracious hosts for the wedding luncheon at the Deanery on 
Pacific Avenue. 

On Sunday, Aprii 13, we were again at Old Trinity, Oak- 
land, for confirmation, where the new rector, the Rev. Rowland 
Hills, has won the affection of his people. After a lovely recep- 
tion by the Auxiliary for the confirmands and Mrs. Shires and 
myself, we motored to St. John’s, Ross, for another large con- 
firmation service. It was the last Sunday service in the old 
church before the work of an extensive enlargement was 
begun. The ever-growing congregation under the Rev. Harold 
Hallett’s rectorship, has made additional facilities imperative.

Presiding Bishop Sherrill 


Acts as Consecrator

“You are now bound in a common life 
with the clergy and people of this Diocese. 
In their service you will at last be given 
that freedom which is the perfect freedom 
of all the servants of the people of Christ. 
... You will be able to ascend in heart 
and mind to dwell with Him who is on 
the right hand of God only as you are 
rooted and grounded in the life of the 
Church where he has placed you. You and 
your people now go forward together in 
the life of the Gospel bound to one an- 
other in the company of the Church and 
as you seek together those things which 
are above, where Christ sitteth on the 
right hand of God—to whom, with the 
Holy Spirit, be all honor and glory this 
day and forevermore.” 

With these words in his mind, the Very 
Rev. James Albert Pike became Bishop 
Coadjutor of California on Ascension Day, 
May 15, in ceremonies held in Grace 
Cathedral. The words were from the Con- 
secration sermon, by the Very Rev. John 
B. Coburn, Jr., Dean of Episcopal Theo- 
logical School, Cambridge, Mass. 

Fourteen hundred people filled the 
Cathedral to capacity, and more, to witness 
the service’ of Consecration, one of the 
most dramatic services ever to take place 
in the great Church high atop Nob Hill. 
Thousands more were present at the 
service through the medium of television, 
and the age-old rites were as impressive 
to those who saw them in their homes as 
to the worshippers in the Church itself. 

Three great processions, one down each 
aisle, began the service to the mighty 
strains of “All Hail the Power of Jesus’ 
Name!” Visiting dignitaries, Diocesan 
clergy, academicians, and more than a 
dozen visiting Bishops, including the Pre- 
siding Bishop of the Episcopal Church, 
took their places in the nave and chancel. 
Guests included clergy from Eastern Or- 
thodox and Armenian Apostolic churches, 
and from major Protestant denominations. 
Included among the latter was the Rev. 
Billy Graham, noted evangelist, who took 
his place with other denominational clergy. 

The new Bishop’s procession, which 
came down the central aisle of the Cathe- 
dral, included the Cathedral choir, asso- 
ciate master of ceremonies, and officers of 
the Diocesan Woman's Auxiliary. Then 
came members of the Diocesan Council,

the directors of the Diocese, members of 
the Standing Committee, and the Cathe- 
dral Chapter. Following them were the 
Cathedral bursar, the Canons, and the 
Dean, followed by the Bishop Coadjutor- 
elect and his attending Presbyters, the 
Rev. Dr. Charles W. F. Smith and the 
Rev. Canon Howard A. Johnson. They

were in turn followed by the Bishops 
lined up according to seniority, the readers 
of testimonials, the deputy registrar, the 
preacher and the litanist, the epistoler and 
the gospeller. Then came the presenting 
Bishops, the chaplain to the consecrators, 
the co-consecrators, another chaplain, and 
finally the Rt. Rev. Henry Knox Sherrill, 
Presiding Bishop of the Church. 


The service opened with the beginning 
of the Communion sevice by the Presiding 
Bishop. The Epistle was read by Bishop 
Lauriston L. Scaife of Western New York, | 
and the Gospel by Bishop J. Brooke Mos- 
ley of Delaware. 

During the early portion of the service, 
the Bishop-elect, dressed only in his white 
rochet, was seated in the floor of the nave, 
flanked by his attending presbyters and 
presenting Bishops. Following the sermon, 
he was presented to the Presiding Bishop 
for consecration by Bishop Henry H. 
Shires, Suffragan of California, and Bishop 
John P. Craine, Coadjutor of Indianapolis. 


As the presentation took place, Bishop 
Sherrill was also flanked by two Bishops, 
who were to be co-consecrators. One of 
these was Bishop Horace Donegan of 
New York. The other was the Rt. Rev. 
Edward Lambe Parsons, retired third 
Bishop of California, who was actually

making ecclesiastical history as he helped 
to consecrate his second successor. The 
absence of Bishop Block, due to illness, 
rendered even more poignant the presence 
of his predecessor, as those in the congre- 
gation thought of the many years spanned 
by the two episcopates, and realized the 
sorrow which Bishop Block would be 
feeling at not being ailowed to be present 
for the occasion of the consecration of the 
man who will soon be his successor. 

Before the consecration took place it 
was necessary that testimonials giving 
evidence of the various qualifications for 
the office of Bishop be read; these included 
evidence of Dean Pike's ordination to 
diaconate and priesthood, of his election 
‘as Bishop Coadjutor, and of the approval 
of other standing committees and Bishops. 
Readers of these testimonials included 
Philip Adams, deputy to General Conven- 
tion; Albert C. Agnew, chancellor of the 
Diocese; the Rev. Lesley Wilder, Jr., presi- 
dent of the Standing Committee; the Rev. 
Walter Williams, Standing Committee 
member; the Rev. Sherman E. Johnson, 
Dean of the Church Divinity School of 
the Pacific; the Rev. Charles M. Guilbert, 
secretary of the Standing Committee; and 
the Rt. Rev. Stephen F. Bayne, Jr., Bishop 
of Olympia. 

After the reading of the testimonials, 
the regular prayer-book order for the con- 
secration of the Bishop was begun, with 
Dean Pike taking his oral promises of 
conformity and obedience to the doc- 
trine, discipline and worship of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church.

Litany for ordinations was read by the 
Very Rev. J. Milton Richardson, Dean of 
Christ Church Cathedral, Houston, Texas. 

Following the litany, Bishop Pike, still 
standing on the floor of the crossing, was 
“clothed” by his attending presbyters in 
the black chemere, tippet, pectoral cross 
and ring. During this part of the cere- 
mony the congregation sang “God of the 
Prophets,” with its appropriate line, “Eli- 
jah’s mantle, o'er Elisha cast.” Then, while 
the Bishop-elect knelt before the Presid- 
ing Bishop, the other Bishops, led by 
Bishop Bayne, sang the ancient Veni Cre- 
ator Spiritus, “Come Hoiy Ghost, our 
souls inspire.” 

As the strains of the ancient hymn died 
away, the Bishops all formed in a circle 
around the Bishop-elect, and placed their 
hands upon his head. At this point, the 
actual “form” of consecration, Dean Pike 
became Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese 
of California. He was then given a Bible, 
with the admonition to read and follow it 
carefully, and then he took his place with 
the other Bishops as the service of Holy 
Communion was resumed. 

Perhaps the most dramatic moment 
during the remainder of the service came 
when Bishop Pike, serving his first Com- 
munion in Bishop’s orders, administered 
the Blessed Sacrament to members of his 
immediate family, including his wife, 
daughter and mother. 

Immediately following the consecration 
service, which closed with a magnificent 
procession down the center aisle of the 
Cathedral, a luncheon was held in the

Peacock Court of the Mark Hopkins Hotel 
honoring the new Bishop and other guests. 
Bishop Henry Shires acted as master of 
ceremonies and introduced a number of 
other speakers, as well as reading congrat- 
ulatory telegrams to the new Bishop from 
all parts of the world. 


For many in the Diocese one of the 
high points of the luncheon was the speech 
of Bishop Sherrill in which he spoke indi- 
rectly of the question of Bishop Pike's 
first marriage, which ended in Canonical 
annulment. Speaking of the discussion 
which was attendant upon the Bishop's 
election, Bishop Sherrill said: “Every Con- 
stitutional provision of our Church was 
meticulously followed from beginning to 
end. Bishop Pike has been duly elected 
and that election has been approved by 
every constituted authority in our Church. 
He is now the Bishop Coadjutor of this 
Diocese, and I hope this puts an end to 
a particular discussion!” The statement 
was greeted with long and tumultuous ap- 
plause, which Bishop Sherrill interpreted, 
laughingly, as being “the same as an 


‘amen’. 


Of especial interest to Diocesan Church- 
men were some of the comments voiced 
by visitors from outside the Church. The 
work done by the Very Rev. Julian Bart- 
lett, Dean of Grace Cathedral, as master 
of ceremonies, and by his associate, Canon 
David R. Forbes, was described by many 
visitors as outstanding. Many visitors 
pointed out that they had seldom seen 
such a service in which all elements had 
been combined so smoothly. Even the 
presence of television lights and cameras 
and members of the press was unable to 
detract from the genuinely religious na- 
ture of the service. 


A series of press conferences and other 
events had marked the week immediately 
preceding the Consecration as various 
dignitaries arrived upon the scene. Nearly 
fifty members of the press and television 
corps were on hand to greet Bishop Pike 
as he arrived at the airport Tuesday eve- 
ning before the service, and many Church- 
men “met” their new Bishop for the first 
time on the many television news broad- 
casts which followed. Churchmen in the 
southern end of the Diocese were able to 
see a re-broadcast of the Consecration on 
Sunday afternoon over the facilities of 
Salinas and San Luis Obispo broadcasting 
stations. 


In speaking of television arrangements, 
Canon Richard Byfield pointed out that 
the entire service was kinescoped, and 
that a 16 mm. sound film is being made. 
This film, one and one-half hours in length, 
will soon be available for showing in the 
various churches from the Department of 
Promotion, he said. Inquiries may be 
sent to his office. 
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St. Luke's Begins 


Reconstruction Job

St. Luke’s Hospital is now going 
through a period of reconstruction in the 
old surgical wing, so the strange loud 
noises coming from that quarter of the 
place are sledge-hammer blows, gunite 
compressors, and ali the things involved 
in a construction program. 

The section of the hospital which for- 
merly encompassed the old surgery, the 
old laboratory and central supply, together 
with portions of the business office area 
and the basement area under this unit, is 
being completely rebuilt. 

The basement area is being reinforced 
with steel and concrete columns sufficient 
to carry the additional load of a new floor 
which will be placed over what was the 
former surgery. In addition, the basement 
area will be rebuilt into efficient storage 
areas for the long-range storage of those 
items which must be kept for an indefi- 
nite period of time, such as X-ray film, 
additional hospital equipment, etc. 

The first floor, or main floor area of 
the old wing, will be rebuilt to accommo- 
date the entire business office, a new 
cashier's area, facilities for the accounts 
receivable and general ledger accounting 
section, new administrative offices, and a 
new gift shop. 

The second floor of the wing, which 
was formerly occupied by the surgery, will 
become a new central sterile supply and 
new recovery room, capable of caring for 
approximately 13 post-operative anaesthe- 
sia cases, some additional storage facilities, 
a cast room, and unsterile storage. 

The third floor, which formerly was 
occupied by the laboratory and central 
supply, will become a new enlarged lab- 
oratory area. Approximately 1200 square 
feet of additional space has been obtained 
as a result of the area being extended 
over the old high ceiling surgery and will 
provide a very modern laboratory, capable 
of housing all the facilities and technicians 
necessary for the practice of a modern 
laboratory. 

This project will cost in excess of $400,- 
000, and a fund-raising drive is now under 
way to assist in paying for the project. It 
is anticipated that from eight to ten 
months will be required to complete the 
project.

Architect’s Drawings of New Saratoga 
Church Show Two-Story Building 


The architect’s drawing is of the first 
unit of building for St. Andrew’s Episcopal 
Church, Saratoga. This building, first of 
four structures planned, is designed to 
serve as an educational unit. In its initial 
use, however, the building will serve both 
church needs and Sunday School. The 
90x40-foot rear section of the unit is two 
stories. The upper story will contain a 
temporary nave seating 300 for worship. 
There will also be a kitchen, rest rooms 
and a narthex. The lower floor will con- 


tain classrooms and a permanent chapel — 


seating 80. The chapel will serve the 
needs of the Sunday School on Sunday 
mornings and will be the location for 
weekday services, baptisms, small wed- 
dings, etc. 

A single story unit at the head of this 
building will house the administrative 
offices and two temporary classrooms that 
will later serve as library and conference 
rooms. The total classroom space available 
in this plan is ten rooms. 


This building, located on a 4.6 acre site, 
will later be completed with another edu- 
cational unit, a parish house and a church 
building. 

It is expected that construction will 
begin in early June. A groundbreaking 
service will be held on June 1, with Bishop 
Shires in attendance, that date being the

St. Francis’, Willow Glen, Completes 


‘10-Year Dream’ Building Program 


June 1 is an anniversary for the congre- 
gation of St. Francis’ Episcopal Church, 
San Jose. On this date last year, the Rt. 
Rev. Karl Morgan Block, Bishop of the 
Diocese of California, broke ground for 
the new church—which culminated a ten- 
year dream of parishioners. 

St Francis’ Church is located in the 
residential suburb of Willow Gien. The 
church property, on the corner of Pine 
and Washington Avenues, is flanked by 
tall palms entwined with thick ivy. Since 
March 23 the congregation has been wor- 
shipping in the new $190,000 church, a 
handsome modern structure of stucco and 
redwood. The new church is the fourth 
and final structure of the parish’s master 
building plan. 

Designed by the San Jose architectural 
firm of Higgins and Root, the church is 
105 feet by 56 feet. The nave will seat 
350 people. To gain maximum floor space 
and to meet a growing need for church 
school classrooms in the rapidly develop- 
ing parish, the building was designed to 
include a basement level—a unique feature 
in California. 

On the ground floor, the building houses 
the church proper, served on the north by 
the sacristy and flower arrangement room, 
a vesting room and two lavatories. The 
full basement includes eight church school 
classrooms, choir room, youth activities 
room, and two utility rooms. 

One of the most unusual features of the 


church is the High Altar. Its ornamenta- 
tion was hand carved by the Rev. Canon 
F. D. Graves, retired, of Hollister. The 
five figures on the altar front show our 
Lord mounted on a globe of the world 
with two Evangelists on either side, Mat- 
thew, Mark, Luke and John. An added 
touch of authenticity is seen in the robing 
of the Apostles: Matthew, Mark and John, 
who were Hebrews, are garbed in tradi- 
tional clothes of Christ’s day, while the 
figure of Luke is dressed in the simple 
tunic of the Greeks. In His outstretched 
hands, Christ holds the Host and the 
Chalice. 

Father Graves also carved the Diocesan 
seal on the Bishop's chair and the figure 
of St. Francis on the credence table. Other 
church furnishings, in white oak also, in- 
clude 38 pews, pulpit, lectern and a new 
electric organ. Basic colors in the church 
are redwood brown, beige, blue and rose. 

The reredos behind the altar extending 
from floor to ceiling is ornamented with a 
geometric pattern of modern celtic crosses 
in blue. 

At the first services, the rector, the Rev. 
F. Marshall Wickham, was assisted by 
Father Graves and the Rev. Dr. Mark 
Rifenbark, retired. It was under Dr. Rif- 
enbark’s guidance, as rector of Trinity 
Church in San Jose, that St. Francis first 
started as a Sunday School annex to Trinity 
Church. 

Since its organization as a mission in 


Bishop of Korea 


Is Visitor Here 


The Right Rev. John Charles Sydney 
Daly, Anglican Bishop of Korea, was guest 
of the Diocese from May 2 to 6. 

Bishop Daly, an Englishman, was Mis- 
sionary Bishop of the Gold Coast of Africa 
for twenty years. His diocese was twice 
the size of his native land, yet he never 
owned his own means of transportation. 
In order to tend to the needs of his people, 
he learned the delicate art of “hitch-hik- 
ing,” spending many days on the tail-end 
of a truck. Life became easier for him 
during the war, for the British Army and 
R.A.F. were always on the move, and 
could often make room for one more. 

Still practicing this fine art, he was 
transferred to Korea, where he has been 
for the past three years. 

Korea, he said, is the most Christian 
nation in Asia, aside from the Philippines. 
Still there is a tremendous challenge. 
Christianity has created a spiritual vacuum. 
It has made Buddhaism unacceptable to 
many young people, and still, their elders, 
for whom there is great respect, are not 
of the Christian faith. 

He also spoke about the Korean truce; 
the Christian faith of Syngman Rhee; and 
the sad, churchless life led by those in 
North Korea. Of the latter, he said that 
there is not one Christian minister or lay 
leader operating “above the ground.” 
They either escaped to the South, were 
shipped off to Manchuria or liquidated. 
Neither is there a place of worship behind 
the armistice line. 

After the meetings in Lambeth, Bishop 
Daly will fly back to Korea. 


1946 with the Rev. Bertram F. Bliel as 
first vicar, St. Francis’ Church has grown 
to be one of the larger parishes in the 
San Jose Convocation.

Schedules Sermon Here 


The Archbishop of Capetown, South 
Africa, the Most Reverend Joost de Blank, 
will speak at an ACU-sponsored mission- 
ary meeting Wednesday evening, June 
11, at 8 p.m. in Grace Cathedral. Elected 
to his present post only last April, Arch- 
bishop de Blank’s outspoken policies in 
regard to South African Apartheid have 
already earned him the enmity of South 
African authorities. In a country where 
it is forbidden by law for Europeans and 
natives to .mix in religious services, the 
Archbishop has made such desegregation 
mandatory for his Anglican parishes, and 
has even threatened to withhold visitation 
from any parish which practices segrega- 
tion. 


Ordained priest in 1931, the Archbishop 
went to London in 1937, and was Lon- 
don’s youngest vicar at that time. He 
joined the army as chaplain in 1941, serv- 
ing in the Middle East and Europe, and 
was badly wounded in 1944. In 1948 he 
became vicar of Greenville, Harrow, and 
was consecrated Bishop of Stepney in 
1952. His translation to South Africa 
took place with his enthronement in 
Capetown in October following his April 
election. 


Well known for his parish ministry, 
Archbishop de Blank is the author of a 
book entitled “The Parish in Action.” His 
present appearances, however, are in con- 
nection with his new work, and he will 
discuss the racial problem in his country 
duting a tour of this country which will 
take him from Maine to Los Angeles and 
back again to New York.

There is, in che memory of each of us, 
some wonderful, peaceful piace where the 
long days of summer in childhood were 
so full of interesting things to do and see 
that other piaces seem dim beside it. 

In our Diocese, the place of memory for 
many children is St. Dorothy's Rest at 
Camp Meeker, located a few miles north 
of Occidental. One alumnus has described 
it as “the place where the Angel Gabriel 
must have come to rest when he made the 
Annunciation.” Peace is the physical es- 
sence of it. 

More than 250 lucky children between 
the ages of 8 and 12 go to camp at St. 
Dorothy’s Rest each summer. Some of 
them come from social agencies. Most of 
them come from the parishes. Since it 
began 58 years ago, planned as a memorial 
to their 8-year-old daughter Dorothy by 
the Rev. and Mrs. James Otis Lincoln, 
15,000 chiidren have come to St. Doro- 
thy’s. For all of them it is a time of 
learning. | 

Some learn such seemingly elementary 
things as personal cleanliness. It is not 
uncommon for many of the girls who 
come through social agencies to learn to 
wash their hair and care for it at St. 
Dorothy's. No one, before they come, 
has bothered to teach them. 

In the memory of present counselors 
is an agency boy who, at eight, got his 
first “real” haircut—and it was the only 
haircut he’d had in six months. 

Many children learn, for the first time, 
what it is to go on a picnic. Others learn 
what a hike is, and how to enjoy it. For 
some, there is the first taste of what it 
means that “God loves them.” And of 
course they learn the things that camp 
means to all of us—swimming, crafts, na- 
ture study, drama, evensong—but there is 
a difference. For some of the children who 
come to St. Dorothy’s Rest, it may be the 
only opportunity for these experiences 
they will have. For all of them it is mem- 
orable. 

To provide camp experience for them, 
there are two seminarians, a trained nurse, 
a cook, life guards, swimming instructors 
and volunteer chaplains. Most important, 
there are also the Sisters of the Transfig- 
uration, who assist the Board of Directors 
in the supervision of St. Dorothy's. In 
1943, the Sisters of the Transfiguration,

whose mother house is located in Gien- 
dale, Ohio, came to assist Nelly Lincoln, 
who maintained a lifeléng interest in the 
camp which she helped to start. Moving 
spirit at the camp is Sister Lioba Kather- 
ine, who was a professional social worker 
before entering the Order. 

Before the camp opens, and again after 
it closes, retreats are held. In the camp- 
ing season, between June and September, 
there are five groups of children who 
arrive on a Sunday, stay for 12 days, and 
leave the following Friday. 

Facilities at the camp include the pool, 
the infirmary, the chapel, the studio and 
Lydia and Miriam Houses. Miriam House, 
built 50 years ago in memory of Jenny 
Miriam Page, is beloved of many campers 
for its beautiful redwood-lined living room 
and great fireplace. It is now the oldest 
building standing at the camp, and 
whether children may continue to find 
their rewarding peaceful change of envir- 
onment will soon depend on whether 
funds are forthcoming to rebuild Miriam. 

Around the fireplace at Miriam, camp- 
ers have gathered for songs, stories, games

Funds are badly needed for the rebuilding of Miria 


and sometimes prayer. They wili continue 
to do so only if those of us who can help 
them, realize that we are interdependent. 
The goal for Miriam House is not great. 
Another $25,000 will rebuild it, retaining 
the present, well-loved living room. There 
is an opportunity for large memorial gifts 
here. Gifts as little as a doilar are also 
welcome and should be addressed to Sister 
Lioba Katherine, C.T., St. Dorothy’s Rest, 
Camp Meeker.

Largest Ever 


Despite its being held during the week 
prior to the Consecration of Bishop Pike, 
the annual service of offerings at Grace 
Cathedral drew a record congregation of 
Church School youngsters and adults, ac- 
cording to the Rev. Canon Richard Byfield, 
director of the Department of Christian 
Education, which sponsored the service. 
Held on Saturday afternoon, May 10, the 
service was attended by Church School 
groups from every convocation, and from 
as far away as Paso Robles. “Standing 
room only” prevailed in the Cathedral, 
with even the side chapels filled to over- 
flowing. Estimates based on reservations 
indicate that approximately 1,100 Church 
School pupils were on hand to take part 
in the service. 


In addressing the group, Bishop Henry 
Shires spoke of Bishop Block’s regrets in 
being unable to attend the service, and 
likened the service to the “going up to 
the temple” of the Bible story of Jesus’ 
youth. He called upon the youngsters to 
commit themselves to a three-fold disci- 
pline of belief, life, and evangelism, in an 
attempt to bring others to Christ. 


Officiant at the service was Dean Julian 
Bartlett of Grace Cathedral, while the 
Rev. Canon David Forbes was _ lector. 
Richard Purvis was at the organ. The serv- 
ice began with a procession of acolytes 
and junior choirs, which took more than 
20 minutes to enter the Cathedral. At 
press time, about $8,000 for missionary 
work had been reported as the offering at 
the service, with more parishes still un- 
heard from. This year’s offering is to go 
to the support of missionary work in the

Goup Moves to Buy 
Alcoholic Hostel 
At a special meeting of the Board of 


_ Governors of the Protestant Episcopal 


Hostel for Alcoholic Men in early May, 
decision was made to complete purchase 
of property at Fell and Steiner Streets in 
San Francisco. This property, which was 
pictured in the May issue of PACIFIC 
CHURCHMAN, will serve as a locus for the 
project, and is expected to be in opera- 
tion by the middle of the summer. 

According to the Rev. Alan Humrick- 
house, campaign director for the fund 
drive which is currently under way to raise 
money for the purchase of the house, 
initial response to the mail solicitation was 
encouraging enough to allow this move to 
be made. Stressing that first responses to 
the campaign were far short of the amount 
needed to complete the purchase, Fr. 
Humrickhouse said, “We are only begin- 
ning. The continued support of the peo- 
ple of the Diocese of California will be 
needed, perhaps for years to come, if the 
Hostel is to take its place among the 
Diocese’s institutions.” 

While present operating plans call for 
the hostel to be self-supporting, it will be 
necessary for “outside money” to bring 
about the actual purchase of the house. 
Operating expenses, including part of the 
mortgage on the property, will be borne 
by the men who will live there. The 
house is to be a “rehabilitation” facility 
for alcoholic men who, having stopped 
drinking, need a place to live while they 
are beginning to take their place in so- 
ciety again. The Rev. Al McVickers has 
been engaged as the house’s first director, 
and will begin work shortly. 


Rev. Joseph Tsukamoto 
Leaves California Diocese 


One of California’s “elder statesmen” 
in point of service left the Diocese in May, 
when the Rev. Joseph Tsukamoto, vicar 
of Christ Mission, San Francisco, left for 
the Diocese of Los Angeles, where he will 
serve as general missionary under the di- 
rection of Bishop Bloy. He will be sta- 
tioned at St. Mary’s Church, Los Angeles, 
where he will assist the Rev. John H. M. 
Yamasaki, and will extend the Church to 
new outlying areas. 


A native of the Diocese, “Father Joe” 
was born in Tiburon, Marin County, in 
1898, and was graduated from the Uni- 
versity of California in 1922. Following 
several years as engineer-partner in the 
family laundry business in San Francisco, 


- he entered Church Divinity School of the 


Pacific in 1929. He completed his studies 
at General Theological Seminary, New 
York City, in 1931, and was ordained 
priest in 1932 in Grace Cathedral by 
Bishop Parsons. 


The Rev. Mr. Tsukamoto was married 
to his wife, Jane Yoshiko Tsukamoto, in 
1935, and the couple has two teen-age 
daughters, Paula and Andrea. Both girls 
have been active in Girls’ Friendly work 
in the Diocese, and Paula has served as a 
national officer of that organization. 


While he has been, in effect, vicar of 
Christ Mission since his ordination in 
1932, his service has, in point of fact, 
been broken on three occasions, twice for 
study and once, for a longer period, by 
the necessity of remaining with his people 
during World War II. Fr. Tsukamoto 
went to Tokyo in 1934-35 and studied 
for a year at the Central Theological Sem- 
inary, and in 1953-54 he did graduate 
work at General Theological Seminary. 
His wartime service was im a relocation 
camp at Topaz, Utah, where he ministered 
to the people of Japanese descent and 
nationality who had been evacuated to 
that center. When World War II came 
to an end, the Japanese colony in San 
Francisco was not large enough to warrant 
a mission, and he served from 1944 to 
1947 among Japanese Episcopalians at 
Spokane, Washington, under Bishop 
Cross. When the local community again 
became large enough, Christ Mission was 
reopened in San Francisco, and he returned 
to his people in 1947. As a native Amer- 
ican, or “Nisei,” the Rev. Mr. Tsukamoto 
has ministered largely to native Japanese, 
preaching and conducting services in the 
Japanese language. He has long been 
active in Japanese-American affairs, and 
is known in the Japanese communities up 
and down the West Coast. He will be 
sorely missed in his native Diocese, whose 
prayers will go with him in his new work.

Graham Crusade Opens in Cow Palace; 
Opening Night Sets Attendance Record

A sign tossed on the floor near a door 
in the Cow Palace read “Feed Room.” In 
its place was a sign reading “Team Room.” 
The feed was for the livestock shows which 
usually inhabit the room. The teara is the 
members of the Billy Graham Crusade, 
Inc. 

They had been working for months in 
preparation for April 27. Volunteers and 
paid workers made typewriters sing and 
telephone wires buzz in a concentrated 
effort to help the unchurched find their 
way to a Christian denominattion of their 
choice, and to have others “rededicate 
their lives to Christ.” 

On opening day they turned out by the 
thousands! Twenty-three thousand were 
admitted to the arena; 5,000 waited pa- 
tiently outside and six miles of cars never 
got off the freeway. 

The 1500-voice choir sang well known 
hymns, bay city dignitaries welcomed the 
Crusade and a vocal solo was offered. 
Grace Cathedral’s Dean Bartlett gave the 
offertory prayer. 

The general nondemoninational theme 
of Graham’s address was the fact that 
people, in spite of a high standard of 
living and material blessings, are faced 
with mounting fear. This, he felt, is 
evident in the arms race; the problem of 


ever-growing population; unknown tech- 
nical solutions for missiles and trips to the 
moon; racial problems, and moral stand- 
ards. The answers to these cannot be found 
in the “escapism” of drink, dope and mass 
entertainment. 

Scientists, world leaders and individuals 
are at last admitting that “we need God.” 
The way to find God, according to the 
young evangelist, is found in the Bible. 
During the Crusade, Graham will attempt 
to explain what the Bible says in the lan- 
guage of the people. 

Then came the dramatic call to those 
who were willing to let God change the 
direction of their lives, to come forward. 
More than 300 answered—the young and 
old; families; young couples approaching 
the platform, hand in hand; those with 
determined looks on their faces and those 
with a quizzical expression. 

According to Graham, this was one of 
the largest number of opening day deci- 
sions ever recorded. There was a counselor 
for each of them, to guide them in their 
new choice of a way of life. 

The Cow Palace will host the Crusade 
for six weeks. It is being covered ex- 
tensively by radio and television, both 
nationally and locally. 

Service times are scheduled for 7:30 
p.m. Tuesday through Friday; 6:30 p.m. 
Saturday, and 3 p.m. Sundays.

‘Religious Freedom’ in Contra Costa 
Has Implications for Church, Schools 


First blow in what may become an 
important issue for Church people has 
been struck in Contra Costa County, with 
the petition of a group of parents demand- 
ing that Pleasant Hill elementary school 
discontinue its practice of holding a 
Christmas pageant. Grounds for the peti- 
tion were that the “religious freedom” of 
non-Christian children was being violated. 

At press time this position had been 
supported by the authorities of Contra 
Costa County, and the matter has been ap- 
pealed to the Attorney General of the 
State of California. Meanwhile the Contra 
Costa County Council of Churches had 
prepared the foliowing letter stating the 
case for continued use of religious drama 
in the schools. The letter was written by 
Mrs. Robert Dorn, a vice president of the 
Council, and a member of St. Michael and 
All Angels’ Episcopal Church in Concord. 
The letter is reproduced in view of the fact 
that, if the petitioners are successful in 
this case, similar petitions will undoubt- 
edly be filed in all counties in the Diocese.

Dear Mr. Brown: 


We the undersigned, as the governing 
board of the Central Contra Costa County 
Council of Churches, which represents 22 


Protestant churches, are writing to you 
concerning a problem which has arisen in 
this area. We are referring to the presen- 
tation of a Christmas pageant in one of 
the elementary schools in this district, 
which has been objected to by a minority 
group. We feel that any decision reached 
by you which would forbid plays of this 
type in the schools would be contrary to 
the desires of this Council of Churches 
and aiso the majority of the residents in 
this area. 


Our United States of America was 
founded by a group of religious men 
who incorporated in our Constitu- 
tion and Bill of Rights not freedom 
FROM vrecligion but freedom OF re- 
ligion. Just a few years ago our 
pledge of allegiance to the flag of 
our country was changed to include 
the phrase “under God.” The Con- 
gress of these United States con- 
venes with prayer and employs a 
chaplain. 

Education is based on the principle of 
truth. We want our children and young 
people to know the truth in all things, not 
just specified areas. Christmas is a relig- 
ious holiday which is observed throughout 
this nation. The presentation of a play 
relating the birth of Jesus, is depicting an 
historical event similar in every way to 
plays about Abraham Lincoln, George 
Washington and Thanksgiving.

Convocation Hears 
Of Hostel Plans 


Guest speaker at the May 1 meeting of 
the Convocation of San Luis Obispo was 
the Rev. Alan Humrickhouse, rector of 
Trinity Church, San Francisco, whose topic 
was “The Church and Alcoholism in San 
Francisco.” Fr. Humrickhouse outlined the 
plans for the establishment of a Protestant 
Episcopal Hostel for alcoholic men, and 
asked the southern convocation for its 
support in the plans.

Bishop Parsons Observes 
Ninetieth Birthday

Ninetieth birthday in California, 
by a New York doctor’s order:

Stricken while a New York cur- 
ate, he found his new cures, phy- 
sical and ecclesiastical, right here 
as Rector of Trinity, Menlo Park, 
1896-98; St. Matthew’s, San Ma- 
teo, 1898-1904; St. Mark’s, Berke- 
le, 1904-19, where he founded All 
Souls’ and St. Clement’s; Bishop, 
1919-41; then well-earned retire- 
ment. 

Further, his dynamic ministry 
has been projected nationally and 
ecumenically : 

Incisive and inspiring preacher, 
Pacific Churchman editor, 1904- 
08; magazine articles, author of 
books, courage on civic, national 
and world issues; 

Grace Cathedral, late °20’s, di- 
rected plans revision to Gothic, 
financing, construction; 

Professor, at Church Divinity 
School, Berkeley, 1941-48; 

General Convention, Deputy, 
1904-19; House of Bishops, 1919 
until now, 54 years! Debate lead- 
er, especially on Prayer Book re- 
vision, Approaches to Church 
Unity, delegate to World Confer- 
ences. 

It is only by arithmetic that 
Edward Lambe Parsons may be 
called old. Love for, and associa- 
tion with, people of all ages and 
interests keep him young: daugh- 
ters, sister, granddaughter, to 20 
nieces and nephews “favorite un- 
cle,” cousins many, and devoted 
friends innumerable. 

In spirit, mind, voice, the Bishop 
is as vigorous as ever. May God 
be thanked and continue to bless 
him, on into his tenth decade!

New White Vestments 
At St. Matthew’s 


A complete new set of white Eucharis- 
tic vestments for priest and altar were 
one of the glories of Easter Day, 1958, at 
St. Matthew's, San Mateo. The festival 
set, given as an act of thanksgiving by a 
parishioner, is the result of nine months’ 
continuous highly skilled embroidery by 
Mrs. G. D. Crossley of San Francisco. 

Commenting on the new vestments, 
Mrs. Crossley explained that design and 
coloring were both Gothic in order to fit 
the architecture of the Church. But two 
different types of embroidery were em- 
ployed in working out the basic design. 
“The colored silk embroidery, which ap- 
pears on the maniple and recurs in a 


’ wreath design on a number of the vest- 


ments, is adapted from a manuscript, now 
at the British Museum, of a late Fifteenth 
Century French Book of Hours,” Mrs. 
Crossley said. “It is worked in an em- 
broidery technique known as ‘Opus Angli- 
canum’. The heavy, raised gold work, 
seen in the large crosses on cope, chasuble 
and frontal, is also Gothic and is adapted 
from the same manuscript. But this is 
worked not in an English style but in the 
traditional Spanish laid gold technique.” 

Mrs. Crossley, who also designed the 
vestments, added that materials had come 
from several different countries. The 
cream damask, which forms the basic 
white festival color of the vestments, and 
the silk floss used in the colored threads 
of the embroidery, are from England. The 
red velvet, which forms a vivid back- 
gound for the gold crosses, was hand 
loomed in Italy. Gold thread used in the 
raised crosses is partly from Persia and 
partly from Japan. 

The new vestments were blessed at an 
Easter Saturday Evensong, Baptism and 
Blessing of the New Fire and were first 
worn at the 6:30 Eucharist on Easter 
Sunday, according to the rector, the Rev. 
Lesley Wilder. The new festival set in- 
cludes cope, chasuble, stole, maniple, pall, 
burse and veil. 

Meanwhile, a class in church embroid- 
ery and decoration has begun work under 
direction of Mrs. Crossley at St. Matthew's, 
San Mateo, from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. each 
Friday.
